iPtCIAL TO THE DAILY 3RITISH COLONIST. 



Tho Limitation of Actions' Biil now 
before the Council seems to have been 
carefully remodeled in all its principal 
features, and left in a condition which 
fails to challenge opposition. The ob- 
noxious provision, reviving and retaining 
tho debts of the unfortunate for a period 
of six years over him, has been expung- 
ed altogether ; and ihe more reasonable 
one ol tho limitation law of tho country 
in which tho debt was contracted Bubsti- 
tuted. This is a wise alteration, for there 
could bo no jnstice or sense in holding a 
debt over a man in this Colony after its 
collection was barred by the laws of the 
country he emigrated from. This pro- 
vision, as it stood, stultified the bill. The 
Limitation of Foreign Actions' Act of 
i860 is repealed, provided it does not 
prejudice any rights or privileges hitherto 
acquired under that act, all such rights 
are to bo held and construed as if no such 
repeal had taken place. That is, in 
future, in case of action or suit instituted 
ngaiust any person resident in this Colony 

piralion of the Limitation Act of the 
country in which tho debt was contracted 
as a bar to tho suit, and thero the matter 
ends. Evidence, however, of that expira- 
tion is demanded, bu f , any authorized 
printed copy of tho foreign enactment is 
to be taken iu our Courts as prima facie 
evidence of that expiration, so that the 
debtor, if legally liberated from his in* 
debtednesa, will havo no difficulty in 
proving the fact. The Bill as it now 
stands altered and amended is rational 
and just ; and in its assimilation with all 
foreign laws of tho same character deals 
out full and perfect justice to all parties 
who may hereafter be involved in such 
suits. We presume some action will be 
taken daring the week upon the Invest* 
ment, Saving and Loan Societies Bill* 
The only objection we have yet heard 
against tho necessity or usefulness of this 
measure is that the community at present is 
so small and depressed that there is really 
no one to save, no one to loan, no one to 
invest. Such an objection, however, is 
easily disposed of. If these co-operative 
societies are useful and beneficial iu rich 
and populous communities (and no one 
can deny that fact) they must of neccs>. 
sity be the same in poor and limited com- 
munities. What difference can there bo 
in tho benefit derived by the indi- 
vidual, whether bo invests to advan- 
tage the small savings of a small in- 
come or the profuse surplps of a large 
one — whether the investment is mado 
fifty or five thousand times during 
the year ? The principle is the same 
throughout tho -world. It might, 
perhaps, bo stated with propriety that 
the occasion for such societies is really 
grt ator amongst poor and limited than 
amongst rich and populous communi- 
ties. In the latter a man enjoys onoN

To redeem 
a homo from mortgago, to create a 
farm for final settlement in liffs. to 
obtain furniture to begin housekeep- 
ing, to secure acortain provision for old 
age, aw *U Eaa.Ue.w.'f.f gwre As&jwwy 
anco in life, and yet thoy bavo all boen 
wonderfully aided throughout the 
wholo world during tho last thirty 
years by tho moans of Mutual Aid 
Societies. This Colony is procisoly tho 
place for their establishment and where 
their happiest effoots would bo 
felt. People unacquainted with tho 
progress of Sao Francisco of recent 
years have no idoa of tho oxtont to 
which she is indebted to tho Building 
and Loan Sooioty for the comfortablo 
and beautiful homos possessed by her 
middlo and lower classes. Thousands 
have boon croated which could not 
havo exiBtod by any othor means, and 
yet how humblo and doubtful was tho 
origin of this corporation, which now 
OY/ns one of tho best buildings in tho 
city and controls a paid up cash capi- 
tal of $1 000,000. It was all accom- 
plished in a few years and by tho 
efforts of one man. Ilad a similar 
roscurco been available hero in tho 
hour of need during tho same period, 
scoroB of families, now gone perhaps 
lorovor, would novor have boon com- 
pelled to leave.

WEDNESDAY'S PROCEEDINGS CON- 
CLUDED. 

Hon Holracken then biought forward his 
motion, That in tho opinion of this Coun- 
cil the extension of tbe Vancouver Island 
Erad Act to the districts irnrncdislsly sur- 
roanding New Westminster would beadvan- 



Hon Helmcken gave notice that ho would 
introduce, a Bill to incorporate tbe Sitters of 
St Aon. 

Hon Ball had the honor to present to tho 
Council tha report of tho Solent Cora rail tee 
on tbe Supreme Courts Bill. The report 
was then road, in which tho Committee 
recognised tho difficuliies under which the 
pubiio labored in regard to this matter, and 
recommended the early passage of the Bill. 

Hon DeCosunoa moved tbo seoood reading 
of the Bill for Investment, Saving nnd Loan 
Societies, lie admitted that the Bill in it* 
present form might not bo so perfect as could 
bo wished ; but he waB prepared with nraendn 
monts which were intended to give Govern- 
ment certnin control to examine as lo assots, 
&o., whioh be believed would render tbe Bill 
all that could be desired* 

Hon Crease pointed out a number of dis* 
ompanoies in the Bill, tie said that the 
Bill proposed to conlor power on such socie- 
ties quite incompatible with law ; in faot tha 
imperfections were so numerous that ho 
dr.ubtcd very much the possibility of remod- 
elirg the measure in time lor its being pasiod 
tbis sessioD. 

Hon Wood characterized the objections of 
tho hou and learned Attorney General as a 
desire io pick holes in Ihe measure, an oper- 
ation very eusy in relation to tha best Bill 
that could possibly bo framed. The Bill 
would be a very good one with a few amend- 
ments. The learned gentleman entered fully 
into the merits of the Bill and advocated its 
being mado law, as likely lo do maou good, 

Hon DeCosmos said the simple qucc-tion 
wan, was it good in any community to make 
provision nguinut improvidence. Such pro,- 
visions were mado by all good governments, 
and it would be seen Irom the bubcbrs ol 
such institutions in Great Britain and tbe 
United Slates that Ihoy were the best calcu- 
lated for the purpo-o. Ho proceeded to ex- 
plain the objects of tho Bill, ard conlcnded 
I hat the objections of the hon and loarncd 
Attorney General wire likoly to be met by 
the uuiBtidiaeiiK) he proposed, and such alitr- 
otions as would bo made on the Bill when in 
■ ■mfciinai <aa — m aaii ' .i ! ■'■>' ' ' W 



them, well and good; if not, then lot tbem 
be removed, ao long as it was not likely to 
oreale an Indian difficulty. 

Hon Robson moved, " that an addross be 
presented to His Excellency tbe Governor, 
requasting that copies of official reports, or 
any other official information, upon tbo pro- 
posed new cut of tbe Cariboo Road via Wil- 
liam Lake, may bo laid before tbe Council." 
Tro present road had been carried over a 
portion of ground that would require con- 
stant repair, if it were possible to make it 
passable during a portion of tbe year; it 
bad been carried in tbat particular direction 
because tbe contractor had received raonoy 
from outsiders to induce him to do eo. The 
proposed road by William Lake would 
be easily made, and tha ground was well 
adapted for a road. 

Hon Trutch did not think that the produc- 
tion of the reports would be necessary, as he 
was prepared to give the Council any infor- 
mation respecting tbe road which might be 
required. In regard to the two routos for 
the road, wore it to be made now, there 
could not be a doubt, tr at by William Lake 
was the proper one, and would also be tho 
cheapest. There wero, however. 34 miles of 
road to be made, which was likely to cost 
a considerable sum, although eigbt miles 
wero perfectly level, and could easily be 
formed. The matter would be proceeded 
with as soon as circumstances would permit. 

On a division tho resolution was lost, 12 
to 3. 

Hon Walk era inquired if it was tho inten- 
tion of the Government to make any altera- 
tions in the mining laws tbis year. The al- 
terations last session had (or a time been 
productive of much mischief, and he trusted 
the Government was not going lo incur 
similar risk ibis year. 

Hon Crease could assure tbe bon member 
that the Government had no intention of 
making any alteration iu Ihe mining lawi 
this year. ' 

Tho Council then adjoarood.

Hon Robson was delighted with the gen- 
erous consideration of the hon member for 
Victoria, but cons'dored the act wholly inap- 
plioablo to Now Westminster. 

Hon Helmcken thought tho bill would be 
of great benefit to Now Westminster, ie had 
answered in every respects in Vancouver 
Island. There wero, however, some people 
who would find fault wiih any bill. The 
people of New Westminster must koep ihe 
roads iu repair themselves, as they would 
receive no mote Government nid. A small 
lax in addition to statuto labor would do 
good. 

Hon Ilobson — Thore "^eroonly two persons 
residing on ihe Burraid Inlot road, acd if 
tboy had to keep the entire road in repair, 
the tax would be rather h.'avy. The land 
was not farming land, it was heavily timber- 
ed and worthless. 

Hon DoCo3inos thought Iho hon member 
who last spoke was under a mistake; there 
were people at both ends of tho road, and tho 
land was owned olong the lino ; poople in 
Vancouver Island uudor such circumstances 
would pay. 

Hon Wood thought Now Westminster 
ought lo be brought under the Vancouver 
Island law. Ownors of land, (bough absen- 
tees, had no right to hold land and not pay 
their proportion towaids constructing tho 
roads that made thoir property valuable. 
Ho would mako payment obligatory on 
holders of land. Tbe law provides good 
roads for Vancouver Island. If the Btirrard 
Inlot road was flanked by heavily timbered 
land, good roads were all the more neces- 
sary (or the Bake of getting oat the lumber, 

Hon Helmcken instanced the poti ion 
brought forward to-day where S5.000 were 
offered by land owners if tho Government 
would give a like sum; no doubt the people 
at New Westminster would do the same. 

Hon Croase proposed an amendment by 
which tho principle of lha Vancouver Island 
law might bo embodied in a bill to extend 
to tho entire Colony. 

Hon Ball thought tbe season too short for 
any new bill, and advocated the extension of 
tbe bill as it now stands. It would fill up 
the void until time would permit a new 
bill being framed. All land owners should 
pay towards keeping tbo roads in repair. 

On a division tbe amendment was lost. 
The original motion was carried. For the 
motion 8, against 6; majority 3.

Hon Wood ooiild not sen how such n posi- 
tion oould interfere with tho needlul ussimila- 
tioo. 

1'bo discussion was sustained botwoon Iho 
hon aod learnod gentlemen, lor bodio time, 
and tho question was then alluded to drop. 

Hon Helmcken moved that tho petitions 
relating to a Court of Appual bo rof'errod to 
His Excellency tho Governor, Ho felt suro 
that Ihe necessity for a Court of Appeal was 
so generally felt that aiiy remarks on his part 
were quite unoeccessary.

Hon DeOosmos had no objection to the 
amendment of the Hon Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works, as the peti lion would 
be doly considered under any ciicumstaoccs 
by the Executive.

Ho agreed, however, with tho hon 
ond learned Attorney General, that Magis- 
trates woro the proper persons to invest with 
tha peceuary power. 

Tbe Resolution was then carried with tbe 
introduction of tho word Magistrates in lieu 
ol Coroners.

After tho petition wus read, Hon Robson 
moved tbat I ho petition be referred to the 
Governor for f.ivorubla consideration. He 
thought tho prayer of tho petitioners Buould 
be granted na iho settlement of lands in tho 
Colony should bo encouraged. 

Hon Trutch pointed out the error in Ihe 
petition as lo tho extent of land occupied by 
ihe Indians, which was n strip of half a mile 
by between five and six milos long, in- 
steal of twelve milos, as staled by Iho 
petitioners. That a small uurtniluient of the 
resorvo might bo judicious, ho was ready lo 
admit, but it was ouly at tho lower end ol 
tho resurvo. Tha number of Indians at 
present residing on tho rcsorve was about 
100, nnd tho entire of iho patches of ground 
of any value was uJt in the aggrogato rn»ie 
than 500 aoies. 

Hon Cox had marked off tho resorvo, nnd 
at that lime thoro wero from 300 to 400 
Indians residing th re. The length wus about 
five and a half miles, He approved of tho 
curtuilmoril, tho number of Indiana being 
now lotluoed; 

Hon Helmcken Bail it wub surprising thai 
whtrovor there was a pieco of land reserved 
fur Indians thoro were ulways white men who 
wanted it. When persona ioVjjs <aj\ \%?* f 
knowing it wus an Indian reserve, they 
should bo driven off. Tho Indians woro

Editor British Colonist: — It appears 
that the City Council htvo reaolvod to bor- 
row 835,000 for the purpose ol constructing 
a Patent Slip. It would have been well if 
tho City Council before taking this step bad 
ascertained tho whites of the pubiio in tbo 
matter. So far as 1 can loam, the genera 
feeling is as decidedly in lavor of a slip be- 
ing built as it is adverse to the Corporation 
having anything la do with it. 

There are certain matters which lie mire 
or less olearfy within tbo jurisdiction of a 
Civic Corporation, as control of highways, 
footpaths, bridges, regulation of ferrios nnd 
markets &c— matters in which the right, 
safety or convenience of citizens aro con- 
cerned; bat, one step beyoud and where can 
tho limit bo fixed 1 If a patent slip, why 
not a foundry, that iron ships may be more 
easily repaired than at present; Then why 
not a corporation ship-yard, to utilize our 
spars nnd timber, and a corporation meat 
market, bakory or tannery. A very few 
hundred thousand dollars would suffice, and 
no doubt the Council would undertake the 
disbursement without fixed charge. 

But, apart from Iho general question and 
tho undesirability ol allowing the Corporation 
to involve us in debt in order to carry out a 
speculative uoderti king, thore is the ob- 
jection tbat tho sum lo bo borrowed exceeds, 
by fifty percent, the highest estimate for a 
slip capable of taking up any vessel likely 
to enter tbia harbour. What is to be done 
with the balance? 

Then again, do tbe Council propose to 
borrow on tho credit of the city, and if so, at 
what rate do they expect to obtain the 
money. Or is it intended to ask the 
Colonial Government to guarantee re- 
payment, and so hold tho farmer* of Comox, 
and tbe population from Westminster to 
Cariboo responsible for what would benefit 
none of them. 

Hoping that onr city fathers may seo the 
errors of their ways, and reoousidor the 
whole question, I am
